$10,000 IS SUBSCRIBED 
BY LEADERS OF CHAPTER 


Probably $25,000 Will Be 


Given by Executive Board 


in All—Fine Start Is Made 
in Campaign. 


With two hundred representative 
business men of Atlanta in attendance, 
the first meeting of the twenty teams 
which will canvass the city this week 
for Atlanta's quota of $250,000 of the 
$100,000,000 war’ fund now being raised 
for the American Red Cross was held 
with a luncheon in the Chamber of 
Commerce at 12:30 noon. Harry Her- 
mance, chairman of the executive board 
of the Atlanta chapter, presided at the 
meeting. : 

S. W. McGill, divisional director, in 
charge of the campaign, spoke on “Why 
We Are Here.” He told of the hard 
work before the organization, but said 
that Atlanta’s record was a guarantee 
that she would not fail in this work. 
He announced the plan of campaign to 
raise the $250,000, and urged every 
man present to do his best, and be able 
to make a favorable report at the 
luncheon today. 

The names of between six and seven 
thousand Atlanta citizens are now be- 


ing listed by a crew of workers in the 


Red Cross headquarters in the Grant 
building. Twenty-five hundred of 
these were ready at the meeting Mon- 
day and arranged in alphabetical order 
divided into twenty sheets, th were 
passed around to the different captains 
and members of each team checked off 
the names of those they would appeal 
to for donations. 
Will Know Every Man. 

It is hardly possible, Mr. McGill said, 
for some of the 228 men working in 
the campaign not to know all of those 
who are listed. In this manner, he 
continued, all of them will be seen per- 
sonally. 

The fact that at the first meeting 
7 per cent of those to work in the 
campaign were present, and the others 
absent for good and sufficient reasons, 
gives an idea of the enthusiasm with 
which these men are going into the 
work. The slogan adopted by the as- 
gemblage Monday was: He can, who 
thinks he can,” illustrated with a story 
by Mr. McGill. 

Before leavin the building Team No. 
adopted as their motto: “We are in 
the war: we have got to pay the cost of 
it; it is cheaper to win than to lose it; 
it is cheaper to win on the other side 
now, than on this side later; it is cheap- 
er to’ win quickly than slowly; the Red 
Cross conserves the most costly as well 
as most sacred instrument of war— 
man; it is, therefore, economy as well 
as patriotism to subscribe liberally 
now; there is only one question—what 
is the size of your bit? Let you bit be 
a big bite.” 

Executive Board Meets. 

The executive board of the Atlanta 
chapter held a meeting immediately 
following the luncheon and discussed 
different phases of the campaign. The 
board consists of Harry P. Hermance, 
chairman; Samuel C. Dobbs, John E. 
Murphy, John W. Grant, W. S. Elkin, 
Preston S. Arkwright, Isaac Schoen 
and Wilmer L. Moore. ° 

Mr. Dobbs, publicity manager of the 
campaign, said Monday that no dona- 
tions secured by teams would be an- 
mounced before the meeting today, in 
order to give every team a fair chance. 

Four members of the executive 
board, he said, however, announced 
their subscriptions at the meeting. They 
amounted to approximately $10,000. He 
said that in all probability $25,000 
would be subscribed from among mem- 
bers of the board. Several other large 
subscriptions were received Monday 
and Mr. Dobbs said that it might be 
@eafely announved that a large part of 
the quota has already been subscribed.

The United Spanish War veterans 
have under way a plan to organize re- 
sponsible citizens of the different sec- 
tions of the city into a municipal guard 
organization whose duty it will be to 
protect the lives and property of the. 
people in cases, of emergency. 

The plan of the Spanish War veter- 
ans is to organize 12 companies of 
citizens and veterans, using the public 
schools as a meeting and drill place, 
and to equip them with khaki uniforms 
and large caliber shotguns—sometimes 


ealled riot guns. 
Organizations Formed. 

One of the first organizations of the 
kind to complete arrangements was 
formed in Kirkwood, and is under the 
auspices of the United Spanish War 
veterans. East Lake citizens are affili- 
ated with the Kirkwood company. 

The citizens of West End park have 
already formed a home. guard organi- 
gation and held a drill last week under 
— direction of a West Point graduate. 
assigned by Colonel Charles R. Noves. 

In Decatur another company has 

been formed and is ready to begin drill- 
ing. 
Laue night fifty residents of the Grant 
Park section subscribed to memberships 
in the Third Ward Protective club, for 
the purpose of forming a military com- 
pany to protect the interest of Grant 
Park residents. 

A committee was appointed to wait 
upon the general assembly when it goes 
into session in order to ascertain their 
exact standing under the laws of the 
state governing home guard units, and 
will report to thé club Monday night. 
The meeting was held in the boathouse 
of the park. 

The organization is being backed by 
the alderman from the Third ward, John 
S. McClelland, who, with W. H. Court- 
nay, Jr., is one of the originators of 
the plan.

BRITISH CLUTCH 
BEING TIGHTENED 
ON CITY OF LENS 


Forces of General Haig Are 
Gradually Hemming In 
Center of Great Coal De- 
posits in North France. 


BRITISH TAKE TRENCHES 
IN THE CITY’S SUBURBS 


They Also Gain Ground 

Southwest of the Town. 
Mighty Artillery Duels Be- 
tween the French and the 
Germans. 


New York, June 25.—(By Associated 
Press. From European Cables of the 
Day.)—Gradually the forces of Field 
Marshal Sir Douglas Haig are hemming 
in the city of Lens, the center of the 
great coal deposits in the department 
of Pas de Calais and from which, prior 
to the war, more than 5,000,000 tons 
of coal were annually exported. 

Successful raids carried out Sunday 
night by the British netted them 400 
yards of trenches in the woods at the 
western outskirts of the city, while 
Monday’s operation brought them fur- 
ther progress along both banks of the 
Souchez river on a front of about a 
mile anda half shouthwest of the 
‘town. . 

The British troops are harassing the 
Germans at various points along the 
front held by them in Belgium and 
France with nightly raiding. parties, 
which have been successful in killing 
numerous Germans and taking others 
prisoners. 

The British and German airmen con- 
tinue to strive for mastery in France 
and Belgium. Sunday witheseed the 
destruction of five German aeroplanes 
in battles in the air and another by 
anti-air craft guns, while five others 
were sent to earth out of control. The 
British, however, lost five machines 
during the operations. 


RHEIMS A TARGET 
FOR GERMAN GUNS 


Mighty artillery dwuele between the 
French and Germans are still in prog- 
ress on several sectors of the front 
between Soissons and Rheims. <Ap- 
parently the Germans, after their expe- 
rience of last week, when they suffered’ 
heavy casualties in attacks and gained 
only slight advantages, have ceased, for 
the moment at least, their infantry op- 
erations, as the latest French official 
communication makes no mention of 
fresh thrusts by the crown prince. The 
sadly battered city of Rheims contin- 
ues to be a target for German shells, 
1,200 of them having been dropped 
there during Monday. 

The fighting activity along the Rus- 
sian front hae again extended into the 
Carpathians around Kirlibaba, on the 
Bukowina frontier. In Calicia between 
the Zlota Lipa and Narayuvka rivers 
and along the upper Stripa the fight- 
ing between the Austro-Germans and 
Russians is described by Berlin as 
“lively.” 

The operations in the Austro-Italian 
theater have again lost their intensity. 
The artillery duels have died down to 
almost nothing, while the infantry en- 
counters are merely reconnaissances. 

A similar condition prevails in Mace- 
donia, although the artillery duels are 
somewhat violent in the region of 
Monastir. 


BRITISH TROOPS 
PRESS GERMANS 
BY DAY AND NIGHT 


British Headquarters in France, June 
25.—(By Associated Press.)—Although 
the official statements report little 
activity, the British are keeping up 
their pressure day and night along the 
entire 120-mile front they occupy. Last 
night a number of local enterprises 
were carried out successfully. 

One of these operations was rather 
important, increasing, as it does, the 
British grip about Lens. Under the 
light of the stars the British troops 
stormed and captured 400 yards of 
front line trenches east of Riaumont 
wood, in the western outskirts of Lens, 
thus-drawing closer to the mining capi- 
tal of France. 

Elsewhere several raids in the dark- 
ness served to keep the Prussian nerves 
on edge. One of these was undertaken 
west of Hulluch. Here 15 prisoners 
were brought in, while during a period 
of two and a half hours the British 
remained in the enemy trenches, 
Heavy casualties were inflicted upon 
the Germans and their dugouts were 
bombed, 

Two more raids were carried out east 
of Rouex and in the region of Vend- 
huille, while a local push northwest of 
Warneton secured two advanced posts. 
In this affair a number of Germans 
were killed. 


London, June 25.—Increasing activi- 
ty on the western front is reported in 
today’s official announcement, which 
records various successful raids by the 
British. The statement follows: 

“Successful enterprises were under- 
taken by us last night at a number 
of points on our front. Parties cf our 
troops raided the enemy’s trenches in 
the neighborhood of Epehy, Bullecourt, 
Boeux, Loos and Hooge, killing many 
Germans and taking several prisoners, 
In another raid east of Vermelles we 
captured 15 prisoners and two trench

HOG CHOLERA SERUM 
PRICE CALLED UNJUST 


Dr. Bahnsen's Report Is 
| Aimed at Report by Mr. 
’ Cheatham, in Which, It Is 
Understood, Veterinarian 
Is Sharply Criticised. 


In a report to the commissioner of 
agriculture, bristling with sensational 
allegations, Dr. Peter F. Bahnsen, state 
veterinarian, Monday charged Dr. An- 
drew M. Soule, president of the State 
Agricultural college, and others, 
through their agent, L. P. Cheatham,” 
with atempting to discredit the services 
of the state veterinarian; using the 
hog cholera serum plant as a leverage 
with which to secure greater appro- 
priations from the general assembly; 
charging the farmers of the state un- 
justly high prices for hog cholera 
serum; failing to produce serum in 
quantities sufficient to supply the 
needs, and with using their influence 
to try to get the veterinarian out of 
office. 

The allegations in Dr. Bahnsen’s re- 
port are directed principally at a re- 
port made by Mr. Cheatham to the 
commissioner of agriculture, and which 
Commissioner Brown, it is expected, 
will transmit to Governor Harris Tues- 
day. Mr. Cheatham is an accountant 
employed by the department of agricul- 
ture to audit the several branhces of 
the department, following the recent 
retirement of Commissioner James D. 
Price. Mr. Cheatham's report is aid 
to make sensational attacks upon Dr. 
Bahnsen, and to disclose sensational 
matter in regard to the manner in 
Ywhich some of the other branches of 
the department are alleged to have 
deen conducted. 

Dr. Seule’s Reply. 

In a. statement issued in. Athens 

Monday ntziht, Dr. Govle said that 


it hefther he nor the college had. inves- 


tigated Dr. Bahnsen nor made any at- 
tack on him; that Dr. Bahnsen is un- 
der the comissioner of agriculture, and 
the investigation had been made dy 
the department, the college having 
nothing to do with it. 

“The college,” he said, “has been try- 
ing to serve the state, attending to its 
own business, and hasn't had time to 
be playing cheap politics.” Dr. Soule 
further expressed the opinion that the 
state veterinarian is attempting to 
place the blame on other shoulders and 
direct attention away from himself. 

In his report, however, Dr. Bahnsen 
takes the position that Mr. Cheatham 
has been used by Dr. Soule to attack 
him, and that Mr. Cheatham, “accord- 
ing to his own gossip,” is agent for Dr. 
Soule. The Bahnsen report is also in 
reply to the annual report of Dr. Soule 
to the board of trustees of the state 
college of agriculture. 

State Serum Plant. 

Dr. Bahnsen states that the depart- 
ment of agriculture began to experi- 
ment with cholera serum in 1908, and 
found it successful, but that the price 
of the serum was 3 cents per c. d, or 
$15 per pint. d In view of this situa- 
tion, he says, he advocated the estab- 
lishment of a state serum plant where 
the serum could be manufactured and 
furnished to Georgia farmers at cost, 
“which then, as now, ranged between 
% of a cent to 1 cent per c. e.“ 

In 1911 Judge H. W. Hopkins, of 
Thomas, introduced a bill to appropri- 
ate $10,000 for the manufacture and 
distribution of cholera serum, but he 
says that Dr. Roy Harris, of the state 
board of health, persuaded the house 
committee to accept a substitute bill 
giving the state board of health $6,000 
annually to distribute the serum. 

Then, by consent of Judge Hopkins, 
Dr. Bahnsen wrote a substitute bill, 
he points out, and presented it in the 
senate committee, and endeavored to 
secure the co-operation of the college 
of agriculture for its passage. The 
college was afraid of jeopardizing ite 
pending appropriations, he said, and he 
and Judge Hopkins fought the matter 
out single-handed. Largely through 
the promise that a state serum plant 
could manufacture and sell serum at 1 
cent or les per c. c., or at approxi- 
mately $5 per pint, Dr. Bahnsen ex- 
plains, he got the bill through. 

Then, he says, much to his surprise, 
when the college, in 1912, began to 
manufacture serum at a price of 2% 
cents per c.c.,or $12.50 per pint was 
charged, at which members of the as- 
sembly became excedingly wroth and 
were at pains to know of him the rea- 
son for this high figure. He says he 


protested to Dr. Burson, who hed 
charge of the state serum plant, but 
was unable to get a reduction’ of the 
price that year. ‘ 

When the next session of the legisla- 
ture came along, says Dr. Bahnsen, the 
state college left it to him, he says, to 
explain why 2% cents was being charg- 
ed and at the same time to ask the le- 
islature for an annual bonus for the col 
lege for making serum. This situation, 
he says, brought about a reduction to 2 
cents in 1913. 

Then Dr. Bahnsen, using his personal 
funds, went into the open market and 
bought serum to resell to the farmers in 
competition with the state serum plan 
forcing the college to et the marke 
at 1% cents, 1% cents and 1 cent. 
Bahnsen states that the college claimed 
it cost 1% cents to manufacture the 
serum, yet when, later, he was able to 
secure serum at 85 cents per 100 c. c., 
the college announced that, through

President Wilson Takes

NEUTRALS TO BE HELD 
TO BARE NECESSITIES 


American Agents in Neu- 
tral Countries to See That 
No American Supplies Go 
to Germany — Wilson 
Names Exports Council. 


Washington, June 25.—Control of 
American exports, authorised in 3 
clause of the espionage. bill, was a 
sumed today by resident “with 
the appointment * 
ell comprising the eeeretaries of state, 
commerce, agriculture and the food ad- 
ministrator. An executive order creat- 
ing the council direets the department 
of commerce to administer all details 
of operation. 

A victorious conclusion of the war 
can come, said the president in a state- 
ment tonight, outlining the country’s 
export policy, only by systematic direc- 
tion of American trade. 

“The free play of trade will not be 
arbitrarily interfered with,“ he said. 
“It will only be. intelligently and sys- 
tematically directed in the light of full 
information with regard to the needs 
and market conditions throughout the 
world, and the necessities of our peo- 
ple at home and our armies and the 
armies of our associates abroad.” 

Wilsen to Issue Proclamationa. 

Members of the exports council will 
meet tomorrow to organize and to rec- 
ommend to the president a series of 
proclamations which will put the law 
into active operation. 

The. first proclamation will. require 
the licensing of all coal and fuel ship- 
ments, including bunkers, and its pur- 
pose is to give the government first a 
firm grasp on shipping. 

The second will provide a system of 
licensing for every class of exports to 
the European neutral countries and is 
designed to prevent supplies from 
reaching Germany. 

Proclamation to follow will name 
specific commodities which may not be 
shipped anywhere without licenses. The 
first commodities to be designated will 
be cereals and other foodstuffs. By 
degrees the list will be extended until 
virtually every export commodity is 
brought under operation of the act. ; 

The proclamations covering coal and 
exports to European neutrals probably 
will be issued this week. Under an 
agreement to be made with the British 
government providing for an interna- 
tional shipping control enforced by 
bunkering and export licensing agree- 
ments, the United States and Great 
Britain will have the trade of the 
world in their hands to direct in the 
manner best calculated to assist in win- 
ning the war. : 

e neutral export proclamation will 
be hurried to prevent removal from the 
United States of large supplies of food- 
stuffs bought by the neutrals and now 
stored in this country awaiting ship- 
ment.

That the house, by a vote of 365 to 5, 
passed the administration food control Dill, 
containing a drastic provision against the 
use of any form of food or feed stuffs for 
the manufacture of alcoholic beverages dur- 
ing the period of the war, indicates a legis- 
lative leaning toward war-time prohibition 
which is pretty certain also to find major- 
ity expression in the upper branch of con- 
gress.

At best, and with waste reduced to the 
final minimum, it is going to require 
mighty fine figuring and the most careful 
management to make the supply of bread- 
stuffs and kindred foods go roufid, and 
leave sufficient to adequately provision our 
civilian population at home. 

It looks as though the question bids fair 
eventually to resolve itself squarely into one 
of “bread or beer?“ In which event, of 
Course, there could be but one answer. 

The average annual consumption of food 
stuffs in the manufacture of intoxicating 
liquors in America amounts to 56,000,000 
bushels of barley; 45,000,000 bushels of 
corn; 3,000,000 bushels of rye; 55,000,000 
pounds of grape sugar; 152,000,000 gallons 


of molasses and 3,000,000 gallons of glucose 


or syrup. 

Suspension of ardent spirits manufacture 
alone would effect some saving, but the brew- 
eries themselves consume approximately 
66,000,000 bushels of barley and corn. 

Dr. Irving Fisher, of Yale, put the fig- 
ures in more impressive form when he sum- 
marized the results of an exhaustive inves- 
tigation in the statement that “The net food 
loss caused by brewing and distilling is 
equivalent to about 11,000,000 one-pound 
loaves of bread daily!“ 

In other words, we worse than waste 
enough cereals in the making of intoxicating 
drinks to make a loaf of bread a day for 
every French, Belgian, British and American 
soldier. 

The American people stand ready to 
make any sacrifice and to undergo any de- 
gree of self-denial or privation necessary to 
meet the demands of the nation in carrying 
on the war; but it would look hardly fair 
‘to their spirit of willingness for the govern- 
ment to ask them to economize to the point 
of privation, while demanding no sacrifice 
on the part of the most useless, to say 
nothing of the most harmful, of all indus- 
triés. Nor under those conditions would 
the popular sacrifice, if sacrifice it must be,

THE MOUNTING ROLL. 


Since our declaration of war against Ger- 
many, April 6, the number of young Ameri- 
cans who have voluntarily taken up arms 
in defense of their country approximates 
the total number of men enrolled in the 
Confederate forces during the entire four 
years of the civil war! 

According to government figures, the 
army, navy and national guard at the be- 
ginning of the war represented an aggregate 
strength of little more than 300,000 men, 
whereas today the total combined strength 
in man-power is something like 800,000. The 
difference represents the number of men 
who Have volunteered and been accepted to 
serve in one or another of the branches of 
armed service: : 

The figures represent a splendid show- 
ing, and denote a fine spirit of patriotism 
upon the part of the eligible young men of 
the country. 

In this respect the number of volunteers 
actually énrolled does not half tell the 
story, because a large percentage of the 
total number who have voluntarily made 
application have been recruited. Hundreds 
of thousands of volunteers have failed to 
meet the physical requirements and been 
rejected; but they were none the less 
patriotic, none the less willing; and simply 
by presenting themselves for enlistment 
manifested the loftiest spirit of American 
citizenship, and the nation should feel none 
the less proud of them. 

In proportionate enlistments the naval 
branch of the service has led that of the 
land forces, and is nearest to its full war 
strength. The army and the national guard 
still are aggressively campaigning for re- 
cruits, the desire being — and it is -alto- 
gether to the advantage of the recruits 
themselves — to bring their rosters up to 
full war standard without resort to draft. 

The army alone still needs about 70,000 
men, and an extra effort will be made to 
recruit this number before July 1. This, 
the administration officials believe, is the 
paramount immediate need, and for that 
reason President Wilson has designated this 
as recruiting week for the regulars. 

These are the first line troops — the men 
who will be the first under the American 
flag to face the enemy in France., 

While the Washington officials have 
vouchsafed no explanation, the inference is 
that these men, being expected to consti- 
tute the bone and sinew of General Per- 
shing’s army, are intended for actual serv- 
ice in France at the very earliest date pos- 
sible. 

Of course, any deficiency that may exist 
in the numerical strength of the regular 
army will eventually be supplied by con- 
scription; but it is altogether desirable that 
conscription be resorted to as little as pos- 
sible te fill its ranks. The volunteer process 
in this instance works to the advantage of 
the nation and to the soldiers as well. 

‘Every man who volunteers from any 
state means, as General McCain has pointed 
out, one man less that state will have to 
furnish for the national army to be re- 
cruited by conscription. And, beside that 
feature of it, the volunteer stands a far bet- 
ter chance of promotion to an officership 
than one who waits to be dragged in under 
conscription. 

It is to be hoped that the young men of 
the southeastern recruiting district will take 
all of these elements into consideration 
during the present week, and volunteer in 
such numbers as to leave no room to ques- 
tion this section’s enthusiasm in the cause 
and the willingness of its young manhood 
to do all that the country expects of it.

We are told by those high in authority 
ized

country as well as he who fights. It is 
indisputably true that the government will 
need a large numbér of young men with the 
highest training for all kinds of service. Al- 
ready our training camps for officers are 
almost filled up with recent graduates of our 
universities and colleges, and we will need 


thousands more of the same kind of men. 


It would seem that no parent with a boy eli- 
gible for college could do a more patriotic 


service than to enroll him, and, while many 


of our high-spirited and impulsive young 
men will feel the desire to leave the campus 
for the camp they can best serve their coun- 
try by completing their college courses. 

Also, we owe to our young men the op- 
portunities of training and culture that they 
have in our colleges. It is not necessary yet 
to declare a moratorium as to this funda- 
mental and preferred obligation. Never be- 
fore was it as important as it is now that 
we set before ourselves the most precious 
ideal of democracy, which i# that the state 
exists for the individual and not the indi- 
vidual for the state. : 

We owe it to humanity at large not to 
dismantle our colleges.

Organization Advanced $13,-

Under present war conditions it is 
legal for the city to give $13,050 
through the chamber of commerce to 
pay farmers for damages to their 
crops caused by the building of the 
government cantonment at Silver lake, 
‘according to a ruling made last night 
by City Attorney James lL.

A large body of members of the 
chamber of commerce appeared before 
the committee, and stated that they 
had advanced the 813,050 which had 
been paid on Monday morning to the 
farmers, settlements having been ef- 
fected by Thomas Pitt, of the firm of 
Forrest & George Adair. The commit- 
tee showed receipts for the money 
from the various farmers, and also 
papers.in Which the tenants relinquish- 
ed their leases on the properties now 
being taken over by the government 
for a concentration camp site. Alto- 
gether, there are 1,168 acres.

The other times the women 
marched quietly past the white hotse 
and back again without unfurling their 
banners. 

Just after 4:30, however, when em- 
ployees began to pour out of the near- 
by departments, a squad of women, 
each carrying a furled banner, started 
in single file to march in front of the 
white house from east to west. 

Reaching the middle of the block, 
every banner was thrown to the breeze 
and the women etood silent as close 
to the iron pickets of the fence as pos- 
sible. The police arrested most of 
them and took them in automobiles. to 
police headquarters, 

The women all were released on per- 
sonal bonds. No time was set for 4 
hearing on the formal charge of block- 
ing traffic,

All through the week additions will 
be made to the fund, for campaign 
committes in à number of cities gath- 
ered so much momentum that they in- 
sisted on continuing the canvass be- 
yond the fixed time. 

Ten million dollars of apparent over- 
subscription may be necessary, it was 
said tonight, to make the actual col- 
lections equal $100,000,000, owing to the 
possibility of duplicate recording of 
some corporation Red Cross dividends 
at their source and also in the locality 
where stockholders live. The next two 
or three weeks will be devoted to 
gathering in the money promised in in- 
dividual pledges, 

Just as the campaign was closing to- 
night the first actual money reached 
the Red Cross treasury by aerial mes- 
senger. Miss Katherine Stinson, a 
young airwomAn, descending upon the 
capital at the end of a two-day flying 
trip from Buffalo, Albany, New York 
and Philadelphia, carried to Secretary 
McAdoo, treasurer of the Red Cross, 
money and pledges gathered from cities 
she visited.

Bologna, June 26—.Interrogation of 
Alfredo Cocchi, self-confessed slayer of 
Ruth Cruger, is kept secret by law in 
Italy until just before trial when coun- 
sel is allowed to examine the result 
of investigations made both by the po- 
lice and judge. According to unofficial 
information Cocchi recounted to Judge 
Zucconi his history in America. He 
said: 

“I had never seen Ruth Cruger before 
she came to my shop to have her 
skates sharpened. From the very be- 
ginning Ruth did all in her power to 
attract my attention. I felt something 
strange when her dark penetrating 
eyes fixed on mine. 

Overpowering Attraction. 

“I was still more disconcerted when 
she came again February 13 to get her 
skates. An overpowering attraction 
for the young woman seized me. What 
happened afterwards seems like a 
dream. My memory at this point fails 
me utterly. 

“In view of the facts which have 
been 1 it must be true I at- 
— ge and killed her, But God help 
me, I didn’t man to. My will power 
could not resist any more. When I 
returned home I was like a person in 
a trance. I remember speaking of this 

eculiar mental condition and thought

“I began to realize the gravity of * 
position the morning of February 1 
when newspaper reporters came to my 
shop to make inquiries and * ques- 
tioned me. I felt then as 1 were lost. 
My only anxiety was to escape. I se- 
cured a passport which I kept among 
my papers and n in reaching 
Italy.
